BAD SOLDIERS. 

They Give the Government Much 
Concern. 



Over Fourteen Hundred Discharged 
Last Year. 



By th# Mew Army Herniation. It is Tro- 
poaed to I'nnlah Men Who Are InefB- 
clent and Unllty of Mluor Of. 



Washington, July 1— In the new 
army regulations it is proposed to 
adopt jrenerally the rule of puniahing 
men who are inefficient and guilty of 
minor offenses, by discharging them 
from the army service immediately. 
This rule prevails partially now. Adj.- 
Uen. Ruggles' last report shows that 
the loss of enlisted men during the 
year included about 1.0f>0 discharged 
by general court-martial sentence 1 
r'.-i for other souses.

I am of she opinion that it would be it 
the interest of economy and in nc 
way interfering with justice if such 
easea could be tried before irarrisor 
courts and the culprits discharged up 
on sentence after approval by the de 
partment commander." 

Considerable attention has beer 
given lasely to the question whether i' 
is not expedient to adopt a still mor< 
extensive policy of discharging raer 
who are not valuable to the army, anc 
who are brought up for offenses carry 
'ng terms of imprisonments as penal 
Lies The chief reason for the consid 
.'ration of this matter is that with tht 
transfer of the Ft. Leavenworth mili 
tary prison to the department of jus 
tice many more offenders will have U 
be taken care of by army poata thai 
heretofore. 

The idea that is to make the expenst 
for the care of these men lighter, whick 
causes the suirpestlon that it would t>< 
better to discharge as many of them at 
possible rather than to keep them ir 
thei guard house at the government's 
expense. Army officials say that it » 
not the primary purpose of the regula- 
tions to dismiss recruits that are offen 
sive, but rather to keep in the ranks 
those men who are useful. The greater 
the number of worthless soldiers in 
imprisonment the fewer the vacancies 
for good recruits. 

There are certain requirements that 
would have to be observed in carrying: 
out such a policy, for while general 
government expressly insists that men 
ho enlist are bound to keep their con- 
tract, and desertion is a serious offense, 
there are necessarily corresponding 
obligations on the government's part 
to retain throughout their enlistments 
men who reasonably attend to their 
duty. 

Care has to be taken also not to en- 
courage by frequent discharges of 
men charged with minor offenses, oth- 
ere to take this way of securing dis- 
charges that they might save to them- 
of purchasing discharges 
as provided for by law.
